SENATOR SCHURZ VINDICATED. 

The Administration papers, having in 
vain sought for some weak spots in Sena- 
tor Schurz’s public career which might be 
successfully assailed, have now com- 
menced an assault upon his private char- 
acter, with the intention to defame him, 
by alleging that a few years ago he fraud- 
ulently conveyed land in Watertown, 
Wis., to certain parties hereinafter named; 
and this charge is now going the rounds 
af the Grant papers. The most complete 
details in this charge have been made by 
one Wedelstadt, connected, we believe, 
with the St. Louis Staate-Zeitung, who re- 
cently went to Watertown, stopped with 
the Postmaster, and had the assistance of 
the Administration officials in con- 
coCing this outrageous 
story. Before refuting it, it is necessary 
to brieily state the nature of the charges 
made by thig man, and repeated far and 
near by the Grant papers.

plat ; and that, owing to the sale under 
foreclosure, he had to save himself and 
perfect his title by settlement with the 


judgment creditor. 


This is as brief a statement as can be 
made of the charge against Senator Schurz. 
As soon as the charge came te the 
knowledge of Mr. Sehurz, he re- 
quested Henry Mulberger, Esq, a 
prominent attorney of Watertown, to 
make a careful and thorough investiga- 
tion of every‘detail of these charges, from 


ofticial sources. Mr. Mulberger has done 
so, and the result ia a complete vindica- 


tion of Mr. Scharz, as might have been 


expected. Every statement in this refuta- 


tion is verified by affidavits, and the 


official records of the Courts, the Record- 
er's office, and the papers in the original 
and subsequent conveyances of the lots. 


Mr. Mulberger has established the follow- 
ing facts beyond all question or shadow 
of a doubt: 

1. With reference to the affidavit of 
Spiegelberg: The facts of sale and pay- 
ment of $150 are verified by the records. 
With reference to the character of 
Spiegelberg, the court records of Jeffer- 
son County, Wis. show that, on Feb. 1, 
1868, the Grand Jury indicted him for 
fraud in selling land to his brother-in- 
law; that be was found guilty on the 
20th of the following October, and sent to 
the Penitentiary for six, months; and that, 
after he had served out five weeks, he was 
pardoned. How much reliance is to be 
placed upon his affidavit is shown by a 
subsequent affidavit, made by Charles H. 
Gardner, Esq., of Watertown, who de- 
poses, under oath, that he was present at 
an interview between Spiegelberg and 
Mr, Mulberger. In the conversation be- 
tween them, Spiegelberg states that the 
first aflidavit had been drawn up by one 
Wedelstadt, of St. Louis, and, after being 
so drawn in the English language, had 
been translated to him, the said Spiegel- 
berg, into the German language by the 
said Wedelstadt ; that he understood the 
English language but imperfectly ; and 
that he had not intended there- 
in te charge the said Schurz 
with having committed any fraud upon 
him, and that he was not made aware 
by Wedelstadt that the affidavit contained 
any such charge; that he knew, when he 
bonght the property, of the existence of 
the Jackson mortgage, and that, since the 
foreclosure of the mortgage, he has never 
made any demand upon Schurz for indem- 


advised him to do, he would have saved 
his property.“ The above are the mate- 
rial facts in Mr. Gardner’s affidavit, which 
is regularly attested by a Notary Pablic. 

2. It will be seen, by reference to the 
contents of George W. Perry's vit, 
that he bought of Mr. Scharz Lots 1, 
2, 3, 4, im Bleck 12, and that, 
owing to the sale under the 
foreclosure in 1867, he was obliged to per- 
fect his title by satisfying the indgment 
creditor. That Mr. George W. Perry is 
either guilty of perjury, or a remarkably 
treacherous memory, is evident by a re- 
lease made by John Jackson, the mortga- 
gee, to Mr. Schurz, recorded Aug., 18, 
1865, the transcript of which is attested 
as correct by the Register of Deeds for 
Jefferson County, in which Mr. Scharz’s 
Addition was located at that time. 
In this release, Mr. Jackson re- 
leases and discharges Lots 1, 2, 3, and 4, 
Block 12, Schurz’s Addition to the City of 
Watertown (Perry's purchase), from the 
‘operation of the mortgage given by 
Schurz, Sept. 24, 1855, when he bought the 
property, and acknowledges full payment 
and satisfaction for the same. What 
makes Mr. Perry’s action still more re- 
markable ie, that his name appears upon 
the release as one of the witnesses.

SEITLED BY THE GENLVA 
FERERCE, 


The Geneva Arbitration having closed 


ite labors to the satisfaction of the parties 
litigant, and having won general admira- 
tion for the dignity and ability which the 
Arbitrators exhibited from the beginning 
to the end of their service, the occasion 
is a fitting one to consider the results 
likely to follow the award. Apart from 
the interests of the two great nations who 
were complainant and defendant, and 
who, by’a resort to this trihunal, have 
averted possible war, and disposed forever 
of a cause for angry and hostile contro- 
vertzy, the result of the Arbitration com- 
mendes itself to the careful consideration 
of all governments and peoples. 


International law is, in a certain sense, 


the highest of all human laws. To it, 
the statutory laws and constitu- 
tions of all governments must be 


subordinate; and yet international 


law is an unwritten code. There 
bes never been an international legiala- 

ture to enact it. It consists of judicial in- 
terpretations of the relative rights and re- 


sponsibilities of nations. These judicial 
decisions have been rendered at various 
times, in different countrics, under various 
circumstances. They have been aided, j 
part by, and again in part founded upon, 
the commentaries of learned writers upon 
the mutual obligations of nations to each 
other, in time of peace and in time of war, 
between belligerents, and between bellig - 
erent and neutral powers. International 
law is the summary of all these, 80 far as 
they have been generally accepted by the 
governments of the earth. It has no 
force or binding obligation other than 
such as civilized nations may give 
to it in eecepting and observing it, 
When the high purposes for 
which this Geneva Tribunal was 
convened, thelrank,among nations of the 
powers litigant, the high character of the 
Arbitrators, and their eminence as inter- 
preters of international law, are consider- 
ed, it may beheld, with reasonable cer- 
tainty, that the adjudication of principles 
rendered by this Court will pass into the 
law of nations. Hence the principle of 
law laid down by the Court in this case is 
of the utmost importance to all nations, 
and especialiy to those having maritime 
interests. The Arbitrators decree : | 

1. That the “due diligence” which a 
neutral power is required to exercise is not 
the same under all circumstances, but 
rises in proportion to the risks to which 
either belligerent may be exposed by a 
failure to fulfil the obligations of neutral- 
ity on the part of the neutral power. 

2. That the effects of a violation of nen- 
trality by means of construction, equip- 
ment, and armament of a vessel, are not 
done away with by any commission sub- 
sequently grauted to such vessel by the 
Government of a belligerent power bene- 
fited by the violation of neutrality ; and 
that the ultimate step by which the of- 
fence is committed cannot be admitted as 
a ground for acquittal of the offender, nor 
can the consummation of his fraud be- 
come the means of establishing his inno- 
cence. 

The force of these decisions can best be 
seen in their application by the Court to 
the facts concerning the Alabama. They 
held.that, in permitting the construction 
of this vessel in the port of Liverpool 
after due notice of her character, her 
equipment and armament near Tuceira 
by means of ether vessels despatehed 
from Great Britain for such purpose, 
Great Britain failed to use due 
diligence in the performance of her 
neutral obligations; and that the orders 
for her detention, finally issued by the 
British Government, were too late to be 
effective. The Court farther held that, 
after the escape of the Alabama, the 
measures taken by Great Britain for her 
pursuit and arrest were too imperfect te 
accomplish the result, and cannot be 
pleaded by Great Britain as a release from 
the responsibility previously ineurred. 

They further held that, though this ves- 
sel was subsequently on several occasions 
freely admitted to ports in the British 
Colonies, the British authorities did not 
proceed against her as they ought to have 
done in every British port where she 
might have been found. 

It follows, therefore, from this decision, 
that, where the original departare of @ 
vessel from neutral territory ie in viola- 
tion of an obligation to prevent it, the 
crime of violated nentrality follows her 
wherever she may go; and itis the duty 
of the Government whose neutrality has 
been violated to arrest her whenever she 
is found within the jurisdiction of that 
Joverument, and a failure to do so is of 
itself an aggravation of the original 
offence. In the case of the Fiorida, the 
Court held that the fact that that vessel, 
after her illegal departure, entered a Con- 
federate port and remained there several 

months, did not extinguish the liability of 


of the Shenandoah, the Court held 
that, though Great Britain had not failed 
to exercise due diligence in her original

Upon the general principles declared by 
the Court, there was entire unanimity 
among the Arbitrators; the difference 
that existed was not as to principle, but 
as to the sufficiency of evidence in certain 
particulars. These principles of law for 
the government of nations are especially 
of. interest to maritime powers, 
and, more than all others, 
to the United States. Under this 
decision, the United States will be held 
reeponsible for all the acts of all vessels 
illegally leaving our ports to engage in 
war against a friendly power; this re- 
sponsibility to attach in every case where 
the United States have received notice of 
the purpose for which the vessel is to be 
used, and where the Government fails to 
pursue and arrest the same. The ro- 
sponsibility is also incurred when the 
| belligerent vessel enters our ports, and is 
there aided with arms, equipments, or 
— in a manner that would have 

been illegal in case of the original 
fitting out of such vessels. This te- 
apgnsibility of our Government in ali such 
eases can hardly be disputed hereafter 
by the United States, the decision having 
been made upon our own application, in 
a Case where we receive all the benefit 
from its present announcement, It will 
require of Congress a new and well 
digested neutrality law, and the exercise 
of greater vigilance by the Executive 
authorities, We must break up all the
